It la unofficially declared that the 
(u•tuber* of tbe Tows Council by a 
majority vote have drtartuload to expeod 
tb« turn of thirty tbouaaod dollars In 
tba purchase of property aod U>e 
arcotloo of a muolclpal buildlog. A* 
•bora stated tba majority vots In tba 
Towu Council favors aucb an ex¬ 
penditure. 

At a icceoi meeting of tba Board of 
Trada resolution* ware adopted fevorlog 
tba expenditure of fifty tbouaaod dol* 
lara for tba purobaaa of property aod 
tbe erectloo of a muolclpal building. 
Tba plan favored by tbe Board of Trade 
was tbe purchase of tbe Nash property 
at tbe Junction of Franklin aod Broad 
Streets, and erect there an attractive 
building that would furolab accommo¬ 
dation tor tbe town offloee, tbe police 
department, the poor department, aod 
two ccmpaolee of tbe Are department. 

Tbe Town Council's determination 
with regard to the expenditure for 
municipal bulldloga dIAeie materially 
from tbe project approved by tbe Board 
of Trade. Tbe Council. It la aald, pro¬ 
poses to purchase a *U* on Washington 
Street for tbe location of two lire 
companies, tbe police department and 
tbe poor department, tbe purchase of 
property to Wateaealog for a Are bouse, 
and tbe purchase of. Excelsior (lose 
Company's bouse In tbe Second Ward, 
aod aiao tba purobaaa of tba Naab 
proparty, aod to nae tbe present build* 
log on that property for town office* 

Tbe Towo Council la undoubtadly 
veated with legal power to expend 
•Ither thirty or Afty tbouaaod dollars 
for tbe property, but It la doubtful 
whstber or not It would bs wise to 
axsrelea such power without maklog a 
fair teat of tbe aeotlment of tbe mi 
Joclty of tbe people of' tbe towo 
subject. 

It will be recalled that wuen It was 
proposed to noud tbe towo for lbs con¬ 
struction of au exteoakve system of 
atone roads, the erection of a municipal 
building was Included In the plan for 
hooding. Wbeu a canvas* was made 
for tbe signature# of a sufficient number 
ot taxpayers In order comply with tbe 
provisions of tba law, so much opposi¬ 
tion Via manifested towards tbe Issue 
of bonds for building purposes that In 
order 16 get tbe atone roads tbe build¬ 
ing project was abandoned. Tbe aum 
It waa then proposed to expend for a 
muolclpal building waa unly $25,000. 

Tbe people as a whole bava hall no 
opportunity to express Ibemaelvee on 
ibis question of a proposed large 
expenditure for a public buildlog. and 
as It la tbe people who must bear tbe 
burden of coal, It la not ouly proper 
but a right exercise of duty demands 
that tbe Council should submit to a 
now beavlly taxed people tbe question 
of taking on new and Increased obliga¬ 
tions, and tbe only correct melbod of 
obtaining public sanction or public 
disapproval of the scheme la to submit 
tbe queatloo to tbe people through tbe 
medium of the ballot box. 

Tbe few members of tbe Board of 
Trada present at tbe meeting In which 
that tn dv approved of a acbeine for a 
rounlclp. | buildlog waa by no means 
•uoh an expression of public sentiment 
•a would warrant a conclusion that tbe 
taxpaying mass of tbe people were In 
accord with tbe project. Home of tboee 
present at the Board of Trade meetlog 
who vigorously applauded all remarks 
that favored an ornamental town ball 
pay but very little If any taxes. 

When tbe members of tba present 
Town Council ware elected to office 
the queelloo of a municipal building 
waa out an laaue In tbe looal political 
campaign, add It waa not anticipated 
that a project of such momeotoua lm* 
portanoe would be undertaken by tbe 
Council without submitting It to tbe 
people. 

Another point that should tend to 
mahe tba members of tba Council more 
desirous ol having the people pass upon 
tba municipal building aobeme la the 
feet that tba Board of Trada baa dis¬ 
approved of the Washington street 
loostloo. The Oounell can of course, 
If It so daalraa, override that disap¬ 
proval and treat tba Board of Trade aa 
a factor of no consequence In municipal 
affaire, but whan It la -aonaldered that 
tba Board rapraaaota a membership of 
upwards of on# hundred and Afty 
cltlaena, It Is rather a basardoue feat 
politically to Ignore an organisation of 
that kind.

Although large quantities of lobaooo 
are raised In tba Oooueotloui valley, 
some distance north of New Jersey, tbe 
erop Is generally considered a Boulbero 
ou«*. and few Northerners outside of tbe 
Btate of Connecticut bare tbe hardihood 
to attempt to relee It. Au exception to 
tbla rule, however, la Frederick B. 
Baldwin, wbo live* oo Newark Avaoue, 
and baa over an acre of ground glveo 
up to tbe cultivation ot a crop of 
tobacco. 

Tba tobacco plants are to be found In 
tbe Aold border lug tbe old BloomAeld 
Bo ad, now Franklin Avenue, In tbe 
rear of Mr, Baldwin's home. Tba bed 
where be bas the young plants growing 
uotll they are large enough to trans¬ 
plant attract no attention, because tbe 
plants are not tall enough to reveal 
what they are. But further back In tbe 
Add and sours distance from tbe road 
la a apace of ground which la surround¬ 
ed and covered over with burlap and 
bite muslin, and In Ibis enclosed 
apace are tbe larger plants, wblcb are 
carefully protected from tbe sun 
and tbe weather so aa to produce tbe 
beat grade of leaf possible to raise. In 
oaee Mr. Baldwin'* expectations are 
realized and be la able to sell tbe 
tobacco for a price anywhere near wbat 
be anticipates he will receive anywhere 
from $W)0 to $900 for tbe tobacco be 
bas planted. 

Mr. Baldwin la not a farmer, but an 
electrician who does business In New 
fork. U. likes tbe country, and so 
llvea here convenient to a railroad 
wnleb will take him to and from bust 
ues» every day, yet far enough away 
from tbe city to permit of bis Indulging 
In a bit of amateur farming. Being In 
Connecticut at one time and bearing of 
tbe success of Connecticut tobacco 
raisers, Mr. Baldwin concluded that 
New Jersey soil, especially tbe dry, 
sandy soil In tbla neighborhood, was 
Just aa good tobacco ground aa any In 
Oonnectlout.

Willis D. Hager, connected with tbe 
E. H. Davey Paper Manufacturing Com¬ 
pany of tbla town, waa killed at tbe 
Brick Cburcb station of tbe Lackawanna 
Ball road Wednesday morning Mr. 
Hager was on tbe southerty side of 
tbe tracka, and seeing au east-bound 
train approaching; wblcb be tolepded to 
board, started at rose the rails to lb* 
Brick Church station. He failed to no- 
lice tbe approach of tbe special train 
wblcb waa bound for Boulb Orange. 
HI* skull was fractured aud bla neck 
broken. Tbe Record ambulance was 
aum mooed, but tbe man was dead when 
tbe vehicle arrived, aod tbe body was 
takeu to Kunz'a morgue. Mr. Hager's 
family was lo Oil City. Pa., aod was 
notlAed of hta death. Mr. Hager waa 
general purchasing agent for tbe Morris 
and Essex division of tbe Lackawaooa 
road until 181*9, when he reeigoed. 

Tke Hospital loalailaa Ward. 

Public misapprehension has made It 
necessary for the Board of Oovernora of 
tbe Muuotatoslde Hospital to make and 
rigidly enforce the following rule: No 
patient can be admitted to the Isolation 
ward unless a proper guarantee be 
signed for payment of not leaa than ten 
dollars per wees. Tbe great expense of 
maintaining a separate building for tbe 
Isolation ward makes It Impossible to 
receive any case of contagloua disease 
free. Patients are charged, according 
to their ability to pay, from ten to 
twenty-Ave dollars Iper week. When 
public safety necessitates tbe removal 
to the hospital of patients too poor t» 
pay for themselvee, the expense la borne 
by tbe town from which they come.

At tbe meetlog of tbe Bast Orange 
City Oounell Mooday nlgbt Councilman 
Jackson, Chairman of tbe Committee on 
Railroads, stated tbat be bad rsoelved a 
letter from Presided Tkoaaae N. Mc¬ 
Carter of tba Public Berries Corporation 
In wbloh It waa stated tbat transfers, 
would be Issued between tbe Orange 
and Psees to Valley and North Jersey 
street railway systems not later than 
Beptember 1. Tbe scope of tbe transfer 
system to be put lo operation la not 
stated. 

President McCarter points out tbat 
tbe taking over by the Public Hervlce 
Corporation of tbe P a ss a ic Valley line 
and tbe North Jersey line does not de¬ 
stroy tbe Individual Identity of either 
company aod they are still Independent 
of each other. This definition of tbs 
status of the company makes It clear 
tbat tbe transfer clausa lo each com¬ 
pany’a Irancblae wblcb waa to go Into 
operation wbeoever oue of tbe two 
companies assumed control and opera* 
tlou of tbe other, le not considered by- > 
tbe Publio Hervloe Corporation ae mak¬ 
ing It obligatory upon It to put tbe 
transfer system lo operation. Aa tbe 
case elands now the North Jersey Com¬ 
pany does not control tbe Passaic Val¬ 
ley Company, and technically apeaklng 
tbe tiauafer provision of tbe ordinances 
goreinlug both companies cannot be 
enforced. Tbe concession of tbe trans¬ 
fer privilege by tbe Public Service Cor¬ 
poration la gratuitous oo tba part of 
that company aod le made for b usin ess 
reasons sod not oo account of obliga¬ 
tory oauaea. It I* presumed tbat tba 
asms cooceealoo tbat baa beeo mad# to 
East Orange will be made here, aod It 
la hoped tbat It will exteod further aod 
wipe out tbe twopeooy discrimination 
made agalost tbe town lo tbe matter of 
transfers cn tbe Newark doer. 

If tbe transfer eyetem, to be adopted 
permits of a Are-cent ride from any 
point oo tbe Orange aod Passe to Valley 
line to Newer* by way of aoy of tbe 
lines of the North Jersey system crossed 
by tbe former road, there le going to be 
a tremendous Increase la tbe patrooage 
of tbe Grange aod Paeeale Valley lloe. 

Another significant street i all road In¬ 
cident occurred at Monday night's 
meetlog of tbe East Orange Council, 
when tbat body approved tbe recom¬ 
mendation of tbe Street Railway Com¬ 
mittee to take no action on a request for 
a revival of tbe Essex Cross Hallway 
Company's application for a franchise. 
Tba request was of a peculiar nature In 
that It made It Incumbent upon tbe 
Council to prsetloally frame the provl- 
elbn of a franchise ordinance aa a pre¬ 
liminary to an applies* loo being made. 

There la good reason to believe that a 
trolley lloe will soon be built along tbe 
proposed route of the proposed Eases 
Cross Railway, but It le more than likely 
that the Public Service Corporation will 
build It. _

Duk Sin: It la represented tbat 
tbe Paper Mill and Rubber Mill at 
BloomAeld have cloeeta aod are dis¬ 
charging other objectionable matter 
loto tbe canal at tbe foot of the Incline 
plane, BloomAeld. I wlsb you would 
kindly have tba matter looked Into, aa 
wall aa an Investigation aa to whether 
or not there are any parties within tbe 
city limits discharging any kitchen 
sewerage or other matter In tbe canal 
bleb tends to pollute tbe water or la 
deWimeet-l to health. You are proba¬ 
bly aware that tbe Orand Jury ot Essex 
County bae made a statement tbat tbe 
waters of tbe Morris Canal are lo a bad 
condition. It ao. It Is not tbe fault of 
our oompanv, for no pollution le made 
to tbe waters of tbe canal by them. 

Tbe Board of Health of tbe city of 
Newark are doing everything In tbelr 
power to have all nuisances abated, and 
I wish you would kludly do tbe same, 
anfl you caff Tvl y o n my assistance In 
every way poeelol*. Yours truly,

Owing to tbe 
of tbe disease known 
glanders among boraes lo this part of 
Eaaax County, Boards of Health have 
••een requested by lbs Btate veterinar¬ 
ians Association to take measure* to 
prevent tbe spread of tbe disease. 
Inspector Gilbert reported tbat all tbe 
blacksmith shops and hotel sbeda In 
tbe towo bad been disinfected. 

Tbe Board received an Invitation to 
attend a meetlog of tbe Newark Board 
of Health on Friday evening, tbe I7tb 
Inst., aod to wblcb ail tbe Boards of 
Health In tbe county were Invited for 
tbe purpose of discussing tbe mosquito 
plague. Tbe Newark Board Intend* to 
expend some money In experiment* In 
exterminating mosquitoes. Chemist 
Baldwin submitted ao analytical rsport 
to tbe Board showing tbe condition pf 
tbe town water supply durlog tbs past 
year. Tbe report showed a wholesome 
condition of the water, and It was 
ordered submitted to tbe Committee of 
Fifteen.
